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On 5 August, aboard a Chinese Communist gunboat, li2 graduates of the 
Communist naval academy at Yulin departed Yulin for “eichou Island 
(109-00, 21-00). A certain HUANG Shih (#& # ) was in command of the 
group. 


In early August harbor construction work at Yulin under the suvervision 
of Soviet and Chinese Commnist technicians vaa alrost completed, In the 
Haiao Tlou Shan ( his #4 1,) area at the entrance to Yulin harbor there are 
3 long range and 4 small calibre artillery mieces. A radar station is in 
oneration at Yulin. 


Dur/ng duly the “lenchou (120-38, 28-01) Comaissioner's Office announced 
thatall privately owed motor junke ‘in the “encheu area that were in 

need of repair would have to Le repaired by the owners as soon as possible. 
Failure to comply with the ores: within a reasonable time would result 

in commandeering of the junks by the Commissioner's Office. By 7 August 
17 junks had ‘een commandeered.
